BARLEY. 


Hitherto barley has been the crop of 
last consideration in the Edmonton district, 
sure to give a return whether sown early 
or late. with a fluctuating and uncertain 
cash value ; useful chiefly as food for stock, 
the crop has always been sown with less 
judment and handled with less care than 
any other crop grown. At the same time 
the quality of the barley grown at Edmon- 
ton is probably second to none grown any- 
where, and therefore owing to the large 
yield and sure return this should be one 
of the farmers most profitable crops ; and 
would be if a cash market for it existed. 
There appears to be a fair prospect of a 
cash market for all the barley Edmonton 
farmers can spare during the coming win- 
ter; provided only that it can be brought 
to the market in proper condition, that. is, 
clean and bright. The Calgary brewing 
and malting company aie erecting a large 
establisment im that town, whose chief 
husiness, it is expected, will be to furnish 
malt to the breweries of British Columbia, 
who, at present, import from Manitoba, 
Ontario and California. The capacity of 
the establishment is so large that its out- 
put will only be limited by the quantity 
of its output that can be disposed of, 
which again will depend chiefly on the 
quality of the barley procurable, As Ed- 
monton is the point nearest Calgary at 
Which any large quantity of barley will be 
procurable it is to Edmonton that the Ca - 
gary men will first look for their supply ; 
but if they cannot get grain there in the 
proper condition, they will be compelled to 
go where they can get it. The main thing 
is to not allow the harley to become color- 
ed or bleached by long eCXposure to any 
weather or by any exposure to bad wea- 
ther, The point is to cut the barley as 
Soon as it is ready and get it into properly 
built stacks as soon as it is fit. If bad 
Weather occurs, or is likely to oceur, while 
the barley is in stook the stooks pe 
capped, whereby four to six sheaves ure 
protected at the expense of one. If the 
cap sheaves are badly discolored they 
should be stacked separately, and their 
grain kept for feed only. The whole mat- 
ter is that, with the prospect of such a mar- 
ket, the barley crop should not be made to

the executive. He made the motion with a 


view to protecting Roman Catholic rights, as 
! & 


the bill at present did: not. 

Prince and Brett supported the amendment 
and Mowat, Haultain, Dill and Oliver opposed 
it on the ground that it destroyed the full 
executive responsibility of the executive, which 
the general interests of education demanded 
should be secured. 

The amendment was lost. 

Brett proposed an amendment whereby two 
Protestants and two Roman Catholics should 
be appointed as members of the council of pub- 
lic instruction, without vote, the members. of 
the executive committee to constitute a quorum, 
This was carried without dissent. 

Amendments were introduced which reduced 
the superintendent of education from the inde- 
pendent control provided in’ the bill to be di- 
rectly under coutrol of the council of publie 
instruction so making the executive directly 
responsible to the assombly in al! the education 
al matters. 

The section providing for a uniform $ series of 
text books was amended to .provide that the 
council of public instruction should authorize 
the text books used, the idea being to allow 
separate readers and histories to Catholic 
schoo!s, 

Reaina, August 19 
VRIDAY. 

The committee appointed to examine the 
claim of James Fuller and others as compensa- 
tion for glandered horses destroyed under 
Northwest ordinance, reported that Fuller's 


assertion of loss on account of neglect of gov- 
ernment veterinary Creamer had not been 


proven and laid down the general principle that 
as vlanders was an incurable disease froim its 
earliest stages the loss of the owner occurred 
when the horse caught the disease, and that 
therefore the protective measures provided by 
the ordinance did not occasion loss and 
not grounds for claims for compensation, 

Betts moved the second reading of a bill to 
amend the exemption ordinance by providing 
exemptions on the tools and stock of tradesmen 
should not exceed $100, This was amended by 
providing that the exemption should include all 
the tools and $100 worth of stock as well. 

The school bill was taken up in committee, 
and at section 79, provided that all schools shall 
be taught in the English language, but that 
trustecs may permit a primary course to be 
taught in French. 

Prince moved in amendment that the ecorres- 
ponding section of the eld ordinance be substi- 
tuted, which did not provide regarding lan- 
guage except that a primary course in English 
must be tanght. It was a great injustice to 
compel French schools to be taught in the Eng- 
lish languave as the grants were now payable 
on proficiency, and these children could not 
make equal progress in Kaglish with Mnglish 
schools. His view was supported by Cayley, 
Betts, Mitchell and Clinkskill. Page, ‘Dill, 
Campbe ll, Oliver, Mowat and Haultain opposed 
the amendment on the ground that it was in 
the interest of all pupils in this country that 
they should acquire a thorough English educa- 
tion, at the same time conserving to the French 
the special right to teach that language,
